Family Forces Boss to Pay, 


Even After Deportation 


In late August 2012, Seattle Solidarity 
Network (SeaSol) member Luis told us 
his uncle Lucio had been detained by 
ICE and was facing deportation to Mexi- 
co. Adding to Lucio's problems, his boss 
Eric Galanti had refused to pay him his 
final paycheck. Not only was the 
paycheck theft unjust, now Lucio was 
faced with the possibility of arriving in Tijuana without money SeaSol Update: 
for food or transportation back to his hometown. Soon, Lucio 
was indeed deported to Mexico.
